changes, the addition of a few words 
or the elimination of a few, would 
clarify some sections that are a ne. 
of dispute. 

Here are a few 1 
in mind which tend to help slightly. 

When Subs Fail to Report. 

Every now and then a substitute 

player enters the. game and fails to’ 


inform the umpire. 1 have had such 
a thing happen several times. I re- 


cull one game where a manager made 
a change in right fielders without 
notifying me, and the presence of the 


new player was not known to me until, 
I saw him make a sensational catch. 


One section says for such an offense 
a team is lable to a fine of $5. That 
would make it seem such an act was 
all right, and that a mere money fine 
was the only remedy. Yet there is an- 
other section which says a player does 
mot enter the game until he announces 
his substitution to the umpire. 


Majer Umps Disregard Case. 


Major league umpires take no action 


other than to permit the entry of the 
substitute, just as if he had made 
known the substitution, and he con- 
tinues in the lineup in the position of 
the player he succeeded. However, 
each year hundreds of disputes arise. 
over such a mixup, as it is contended 
the player never actually was in the 
game, hence anything he did was void, 
while others insist he was an improper 
batsman. 

‘Some brief, definite statement defin- 
ing the status of a substitute not an- 
nouncing himself would be a big boon 
for {he amateurs and make the life of 
the sand lot umpire more pleasant. 

Deception by Pitcher. _. 
I don’t believe the pitcher has a right 


to get on the rubber without the ball in 


his possession. The rules give him that 
right provided he makes no mütion to 
deliver the ball to the batsman. I feel 
that such an act by the pitcher is de- 
ception and should be Classified as a 
balk. The rubber was made to pitch 
from. Getting on the rubber is, evi- 
-dence the pitcher is prepared to pitch, 
vet every one knows it is impossible to 
do so without the ball. 

When a batsman hits a ball over the 
fence or into the stands he should be 
entitled to a home run, regardless of 
the situation when such a hit is made. 

Should Be Given Home Run. 
It both teams go scoreless for eight 
innings and with two out and a runner 
on first in the last half of the ninth, 
the bagsman hits the ball over. the 
fence, he gets credit for only a triple; 
because the game was over the mo- 
ment the runner originally on first 
crossed the plate. That isn’t justice to 
the batsman. It really makes no dif- 
ference whether the score 18 1 to 0 or 
2 to 0. 

if with ‘legs than two out a runner| 
‘cuts a base and scores, and a succeed- 
ing runner also scores on the same 


that the succeeding runner should be 
called out for technically passing the 
first runner on the lines, since he 
touched a certain base the preceding 
runner missed. 

Few Words Would Cover. 

1 have always thought it a foolish 
contention, yet it is possible to present 
an argument. If there was a clayse 
that said any act of a preceding run- 
ner in failing to touch a base, shall 
have no bearing on a succeeding run- 
ner who runs in a proper manner, all 
disputes would end. 

When the infield is drawn in for a 
play at the plate and the batsman hits 
a ball that gets by the first line of de- 
fense and then hits the person of the 
umpire, such a ball should be consid- 
cred in play. The moment the ball got 
past the infield all chance for a play by 
the infleldere was removed; hence 
there is no reason why the ball should 
be declared dead when it hits the um- 
pire, merely granting the batsman first 
base and allowing no runners to ad- 
vance unless forced. 

Need Clearer Infield Fly Rule, 

The infield fly is an excellent rule to 
yretect. the base runner, but I believe 
it would offer the runner even more 
protection if a bunted fly ball were not 
classified as an infield fly. Major | 
league umpires never so call it, unless 
the ball goes high and there is @ reason. 

Assume there are runners on first. 

and second and no one out. It 
desired to sacrifice the runners ahead.

which sheep men have pooled their 
wool and shipped it in large quanti- 
ties. This came about as a result of 
farmers studying their own problems 
more thoroughly. They have begun 
to realize that they are not only pro- 
ducers but are also business men. 

The system of wool marketing in 
this,country has made little progress 
in the past. Speculation figured 
strongly, and not only did the pro- 
ducer receive a ridiculously low price 
but he was entirely in the dark as 
to the true market conditions and the 
real value of the wool. Wool has prob- 
ably been speculated in more than any 
other farm product, because the pro- 
ducer had no way of ascertaining the 
quality and true value. a) 

In the ordinary way of marketing 
wool the farmer received cash from 
the local buyer or speculator imme- 
diately after it was clipped, and some- 
times it was contracted for in advance. 
This wool would be collected at a cen- 
tral point and shipped by local buy- 


ers to the mills and as soon as the 


farmer received his money his control 
over the product ceased. He had no 
way of improving the marketing sys- 
tem and the price he received was 
what the loca] buyer or speculator 
saw fit to offer. The price paid was
